‘The sensation of 
boing loved ‘for himself alone,” regard- 
less of bis rank .and splendour, was a 
revelation to the King; nothing of the 
kind had ever occurred te lim before, or, 
indeed, come within his knowledge. Tho 
simulated liaison became a real one, and 
it was soon known throughout the Court 
at Fontsinsbleau that ‘tho little La 
Valliere” reigned supreme over the heart 
of Lovis, and that his suit bad no} boon 
in vain. 

It it an odions story : the gentle Louise 
was the firat of a long succession of Royal 
mistresses, bat she stands apart from hoe 
suceessors in the unvarying swoetnesss of 
hor disposition, in her absolute refusal to 
take advantage of her position by obtaining 
favours for herself or for otbers, and in 
hor dovotion to the man who had wronged 
her. Her life at Court was one long pur- 
gatory ; she was keenly sensitive to the 
slights and sneers of those about her, and 


justly incensed wife and mother. of the 
King. She was ever at war with her con- 
science, and she found her only support in 
her absolute devotion to her lover ; for, 
indeed, the ‘plea may be entered 1 quia 
moltum amavi : 

She had to undergo the have: agony of | 
secing Louis transfor his affection. to the 
heartless, brilliant, and far more beautiful 
Madame.de Montespan, and she was denied 
even the privilege of hiding her grief and 
mortification in retirement. The great 
Louis, who was at heart a cad, insisted on 
her sharing the same apartments with the 
Montespan at, Versailles and elsewhere ; the 
nes sultana was a martied woman wit 
jealous husband, and by this contrivance the 
King hoped to throw a cloak over the amour. 
Lonsisosubmistedto this tolerablearrange- 
ment for seven years; she afterwards 
admitted that she had endured it as a 
penance for her-sin. “At last, after she 
had leon made, for hes children’s .sake, a 
Duchess," she was suffered to withdraw 
from the Court and assume tho veil ino 
Carmelite. convent. ‘She was scarcely 
Uhirty, and she was looking handsomer 
vlan ever. Louise qnitéed the great world 
characteristically, with a gracious smilo 
upon her face; and the world has never 
forgotten .it.” In her convent grave she 
lived on for 36 years, practising. every 
austerity aud enjoying undiluted hoppiness 
for the first time in her cheywered history. 

Het humility was so great that she asked 
to be relegated to the poorest convent of 
the order und the most romote. But hor 
request was not acceded to ; “ther example,” 
said the mother Princess, *' was tuo useful 
to us, and her person too deai . for us to 
consent to her removal.” - 

“Sister Lonise de Ia Misoricande ” died 
in 1710, the year after Malplaquet, when 
her faithléss lover and Sovereign was hini- 
self draining the bitter eup of° humiliation 
and defeat.. Her early faults had been 
forgotten, and the..people, to whom her. 
beauty ond her triumph were no more than 
a memory, had long regarded her as a saint.

LORD CROMER'S WARNING TO 
THE NATION. 


A Parliamentary éorrespondent writes : }. 


Extreme importance is attached to. that 
portion of Lord-Cromet’s ‘speech in tho 
House of Lords, in which ho opposed 
sponding money on old-age pensions, and 
warmed tho Governnient of the paramount:

Their nisin duty is to make 
provision betirhes for the European conflict’ 
which may not improbaly be forced on us 
before many years havo elapsed.” sT gay 
it is the duty of a Government gifted with 
both patriotism and foresight, who havo 
‘moans of information at their disposal which

convincod. We are'living in times whén’ 


the. influence of individuals, however 
highly placed, is limited: When national 
interasts ara involved’ and raco passions 
aro excited there is alwaysa risk, and more 
than a risk, that a, collision between rival 
nations’ will ‘take place however pacific 
taay be the intentions of théir rolers, Our 
main duty, to my mind; is to husband “our 
financial resources and to organise , not 
only our naval but also -military forces in 
‘such o manner as to mect whatover the 
future may bring forth ; and in ‘estimating 
the need of proparation it should be borne 
in mind that troubles may possibly not 
come alone.” - :
